The  United  Nations  has  designated  1961  as  "World  Seed  Year"  for  a  world 
campaign  for  the  promotion  of  the  use  of  first-class  seed  of  superior  crop 
varieties.  What  kind  of  seed  are  Pennyslvanians  using?  This  report  is  a  sum- 
mary of  the  testing  activities  of  the  Seed  Laboratory  from  October  l,  1960  to 

September  30,  1961.  ,       u       ■     ^  o„^- 

The  purpose  of  the  Pennsylvania  Seed  Act  is  to  regulate  the  sale  of  agri- 
cultural and  vegetable  seeds  in  the  Commonwealth  by  requiring  that  such  seeds 
be  properly  labeled.  Seeds  found  to  be  improperly  labeled  may  be  condemned  as 
illegal  for  sale.  Seeds  illegal  for  sale  are  those  that  are  mislabeled  as  to  pu- 
rity! germination,  containing  noxious  or  excessive  weed  seed,  seeds  not  true  to 
variety,  and  odier  labeling  requirements. 

Each  year  in  the  enforcement  of  the  Seed  Act,  inspectors  visit  seed  dealers 
throughout  the  Commonwealth.  Lots  of  seeds  offered  for  sale  are  examined  for 
proper  labeling  requirements.  If  the  seed  is  incorrectly  labeled  it  is  placed 
under  "Stop  Sale"  until  correctly  labeled  or  destroyed.  During  the  inspection 
period  covered  by  this  report  a  total  of  884  lots  of  seed  were  placed  under  "Stop 
Sale"  for  various  reasons.  All,  except  9  lots  of  seed,  have  been  retested,  re- 
labeled and  released  or  destroyed.  This  past  year,  two  seed  vendors  were 
prosecuted  and  fined  for  violation  of  Stop  Sale  orders.       ^         ,  ,    ,  ^ 

Samples  are  drawn  for  examination  and  testing  m  the  Seed  Laboratory  to 
determine  if  they  are  correctly  labeled.  During  the  period  covered  by  this  re- 
port, inspectors  collected  980  samples  of  agricultural  seed  (this  includes  mix- 
tures) of  which  14.0  per  cent  were  found  in  violation  of  the  Seed  Act.  These  are 
listed  in  Table  I.  During  the  same  period  550  samples  of  vegetable  seeds  were 
collected,  7.8  per  cent  were  found  to  be  below  the  germination  standards  or 
otherwise  mislabeled.  These  are  listed  in  Table  II.  ,        •,  • 

There  were  50  letters  of  warning  written  to  wholesalers  and  retailers  in 
regard  to  minor  labeling  violations.  These  violations  are  not  included  in  Tables

The  Seed  Laboratory  also  made  806  additional  tests;  interstate  noxious 
weed  examination,  count  per  ounce,  embryo  excision,  moisture  tests,  test  weight 
and  fluorescence  tests.  Thus  making  a  total  of  7593  various  test  made  in  the 
laboratory. 


Seed  in  stock  to  be  sold  must  be  retested  and  relabeled  within  a  nine  month 
period.  The  person  or  dealer  upon  whose  premise  seeds  are  located  and  are 
exposed  or  offered  for  sale  is  held  responsible  for  all  labeling  requirements. 
All  seed  must  be  properly  labeled  regardless  of  the  size  of  the  lot  or  container. 

A  copy  of  the  Pennsylvania  Seed  Act  together  with  a  copy  of  the  current 
Rules  and  Regulations  can  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  Bureau  of  Plant  In- 
dustry, Department  of  Agriculture,  Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania.

Quality  of  Pennsylvania  Grown  Red  Clover 
and  Timothy  Seed 

This  table  gives  some  indication  of  the  quality  of  red  clover  and  timothy 
seed  that  was  grown  in  Pennsylvania  and  sent  to  the  Seed  Laboratory  for  analy- 
sis. This  is  not  a  true  picture  of  all  Pennsylvania  grown  red  clover  and  timothy, 
because  many  lots  of  seed  were  sold  by  farmers  directly  to  his  neighbor  or 
planted  by  himself.  Many  of  these  lots  of  seed  were  not  recleaned  or  tested  for 
purity  or  germination  and  probably  contained  noxious  weed  seeds  in  excess  of 
the  allowed  tolerance  to  be  legal  for  sale  in  Pennsylvania. 

The  Seed  Laboratory  checked  59  samples  of  red  clover  seed,  of  this  num- 
ber 26.2%  were  illegal  for  sale.  During  the  same  period  44  samples  of  timothy 
seed  were  checked  and  18.5%  were  found  to  be  illegal  for  sale.  The  quality  of 
timothy  seed  has  improved  some  this  year  over  last  year's  29.5%  which  were 
illegal  for  sale.  The  quality  of  red  clover  has  not  improved  in  comparison  to 
last  years  25.7%  illegal  for  sale. 

This  table  indicates  that  the  farmer  still  needs  to  become  more  conscious 
of  the  seed  he  is  buying  and  planting.  Why  should  a  farmer  plant  seed  contain- 
ing large  quantities  of  noxious  weed  seeds?  Has  the  Pennsylvania  farmer  been 
helping  the  "World  Seed  Year"  by  using  first  class  seeds?

Drill  Box  Survey 

The  1961  Drill  Box  Survey  was  made  in  seven  counties  covering  oats,  red 
clover  and  timothy.  This  survey  shows  an  over-all  average  of  only  66  per  cent 
of  the  samples  were  legal  for  sale.  In  one  county  none  of  the  samples  collected 
were  legal  for  sale.  What  do  these  figures  prove?  They  show  that  many  farmers 
are  still  planting  seed  that  was  grown  on  their  own  farms  or  their  neighbors 
farms  without  being  properly  cleaned  or  treated  for  purity  and  germmation. 

The  Drill  Box  Survey  in  Centre  county  is  part  of  a  special  research  prob- 
lem being  made  by  the  Pennsylvania  State  University  to  determine  why  farmers 
are  not  planting  first-class  seed  of  superior  crop  varieties.
